Crawford of Camden marked its 
15th anniversary Thursday. She 
would be 73 now. 


Her case has grown to be one of 


the longest and most puzzling 
missing persons case in the 
history of the state. After 15 
years of searching, officers on 
the case ate no closer to solving 
the mysterious disappearance 
than they were March 2,1957, the 
day she disappeared. 


It seemed a very normal day, 


with Mrs. Crawford spending 
several hours at her law office 
and shopping in the afternoon. 
Her husband Clyde, who spent 
the evening out, returned to find 
the house in order, the lights on, 
and the next day's meal partly 
cooked. The family dog was 
present and well. 


Mrs. Crawford was gone. 
In the days that followed, one 


of the largest manhunts ever 
staged in Arkansas failed to 
uncover a single clue. And 
although there are rumors from 
time to time, none have been 
proven valid. 


The most recent lead in the 


case was a tale of a midnight 
burial in the Quachita River 
bottoms soon after the disap- 
pearance. The police soon found 
out it too was another false lead.

Flying Security 
Measures Are 
Stepped Up

The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration today forecast a mod- 
est improvement in the outlook 
for flying security for the week- 
end while airports and airlines 
stepped up measures to combat 
bomb threats. 


"It looks like the trouble may 


be winding down," an FAA 
spokesman said. 


By 6 p.m. EST Friday the 


FAA had registered about 20 
telephone threats of bombings 
or hijackings around the nation 
for the day. This compared 
with 48 on Thursday, 24 on 
Wednesday, and eight on Tues- 
day. 


Most were clearly hoaxes, the 


FAA said, but all were checked 
out in the interest of public 
safety. 


The threats followed three in- 


cidents earlier in the week in 
which explosives actually were 
placed on aircraft. Two devices 
were recovered before ex- 
ploding, but the other deto- 
nated, 
badly 
damaging 
a 


parked jetliner at Las Vegas, 
Nev.

College students who wanted to 
experience hunger began 
a 


five-flay experiment of not eat- 
ing Thursday. 


The students gave up half 


their spring vacation to learn 
what it's like to go hungry. 


Rufus Maynard, a psychology 


instructor who is helping sociol- 
ogist Al Moffat direct the ex- 
periment, said the eight soph- 
omore men and women went 
into 
"isolation"—the 
locked 


gymnasium—about noon Thurs- 
day, and he gave them a bat- 
tery of tests. 


Maynard said the idea devel- 


oped in Moffat's class on social 
problems when the 
students 


started discussing hunger in 
lower class American families 
and its effects on a person's 
life. 


No one here thinks there will 


be any significant findings in 
the experiment. It was set up 
just to give the students the ex- 
perience of hunger. 


The students are in an iso- 


lated 
environment 
that 
de- 


mands 
they cooperate 
with 


each other. 


They will eat no food. They 


are allowed all the water they 
can drink and are on a ration 
of fruit jucies, to give them 
enough sugar and vitamin C. 


Maynard, noting similar ex- 


periments which were 
done 


during World War II, believes 
it will be several days before 
the results of not eating will 
take their toll. 


He expects the students will 


become mildly depressed, fa- 
tigued, irritable and they may 
not cooperate as well. 


"All of this is fairly pre- 


dictable," he said 
Thursday 


night. 


Maynard gave the students 


tests in reading "peed, reading 
comprehension and remember- 
ing numbers for short periods 
of time. He will give the same 
tests 
periodically 
throughout 


the experiment to the students 
can see how hunger 
affects 


their reading and memory abil- 
ities. 


The volunteers have been cut- 


ting down on their food intake 
all week in preparation for the 
ordeal. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States and China have 
acted to implement part of the 
agreement worked out during 
President Nixon's trip to Pe- 
king, agreeing on Paris as the 
site of continuing diplomatic 
cm tacts. 


The "primary purposes of

press secretary Ronald L. Zieg- 
ler said Friday, will be to 
handle travel and trade mat- 
ters.

The State Department said 


Friday no date has been set for 
the first meeting in Paris "nor 
is there a speculative time 
frame."

ital was something of a sur- 
prise since most speculation by 
administration officials was on 
Ottawa, Canada. 


State Department officials in- 


dicated Peking may have ve- 
toed the Canadian city because 
its embassy there is not 
equipped for the volume of 
work the contacts are expected 
to generate. 


"We understand they (the 


Chinese) are already inundated 
with correspondence and in- 
quiries from people in 
the 


United States," one State De- 
partment official said. 


He added that Paris "is fine 


with us and one of several 
cities we would have accept- 
ed."

medical workers, the cost of 
medical malpractice insurance 
has risen—also phenomenally. 


It is not uncommon for juries 


to award damages in six fig- 
ures to injured patients. Some 
awards exceeding $1 million 
have been 
made.

meant a skyrocketing of insur- 
ance premium costs, so that a 


liigh-risk specialist may have to 
pay as much as $28,000 a year 
for coverage. 


'Ihe cost is spread over the 


risk group, so every member 
must share the increased costs 
resulting from adverse rulings 
against each member. 


Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D- 


Mass., sees a "direct and deep- 
ly disturbing correlation be- 
tween malpractice suits and the 
quality of medical practice." 


He said in a speech, "For too 


long, hospitals have avoided the 
issue of physician competence 
by hiding behind the inadequate

A lieutenant colonel, Boying- 


ton spent the final year and a 
half of the war as a Japanese 
captive after his plane was shot 
down in January 1944.

She 'Sees' With 


Her Fingers 


KITCHENER, Canada 


(AP) — Christine Breadner 
has woven and knitted hun- 
dreds of things, but she has 
never seen one of them with her 
eyes — only with her sensitive 
fingers. 


Miss Breadner is blind and 


almost totally deaf as the result 
of a progressive disease she 
contracted as a child. She lives 
at Huronia Hall, a residence for 
the sightless. 


She learned to knit and weave 


15 years ago, beginning with 
plain mats and handbags made 
on a hand loom. 


About 
10 years ago 
she 


bought her own complex foot 
loom from money she had earn- 
ed selling her handicrafts. Until 
then she had used a loom leased 
by the Canadian National In- 
stitute for the Blind. 


She threads the hettles at the 


front of the loom and passes the 
224 threads through to the back 
of the loom for an assistant to 
thread the beater. Once the 
loom is threaded, she cranks it 
up herself to get the correct 
tension. 


Some of her more com- 


plicated patterns involve using 
four or five colors, but once the 
pattern is started by sighted 
persons, she can complete it. 
She "sees" the pattern with her 
fingers.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Can you 


tell me why I am always so 
tired? I go to bed tired and 
get up tired. I have been 
told that I have pernicious 
anemia. I was tested but the 
test did not show any proof 
of this condition. I have been 
getting B-12 shots for the 
past four years once a month 
and sometimes more often. 
Besides always being tired 
I sometimes feel short of 
breath and a little dizzy. I 
also feel like something in 
my throat is choking me. I 
have low blood pressure. It 
stays around 102 to 110. My 
doctor does not let me go 
for blood tests or any kind 
of check on my blood. He 
tells me it is not necessary 
as long as I get B-12 shots. 
Blood tests will not reveal 
anything, anemia will not 
show up. I am thinking of 
changing doctors because I 
feel these shots should build 
me up and I shouldn't feel 
so tired all the time. 


Dear Reader—In the first 


place, 
if you 
don't have 


pernicious anemia or B-12 
deficiency, there is no rea- 
son for you to be taking B-12 
shots. In the second place, 
if you do have pernicious 
anemia and need shots for 
it. the one useful way of tell- 
ing whether your anemia is 
corrected or not is by a 
blood test. In fact, it is very 
difficult 
to tell whether a 


person is anemic or not with- 
out blood tests. Most doctors 
would say impossible 


There are many reasons 


for bt'iny tired and anemia 


is only one. Very often emo- 
tional factors are involved 
in fatigue. Other times it is 
inactivity (which also may 
be a manifestation of emo- 
tional problems) and some- 
times it is improper diet. 
Less often it is from physi- 
cal fatigue. 


F a t i g u e is a sign of 


many different diseases. It 
covers the gamut from tu- 
berculosis to diabetes so I 
am not going to try to tell 
you what causes your fa- 
tigue. It may indeed be re- 
lated to your low blood pres- 
sure, although many people 
who have low blood pressure 
have 
normal 
amounts of 


energy, are very healthy, 
and usually live longer than 
individuals" with normal or 
higher blood pressure. This, 
of course, presupposes that 
the relatively low blood pres- 
sure is not a sign of some 
important 
underlying dis- 


ease. Low blood pressure 
and fatigue can be two symp- 
toms. 


It seems to me that the 


first thing lor you to do is 
find out whether you have 
anemia or not and whether 
you need B-12 shots or not. 
That will require some blood 
examinations a n d perhaps 
some other tests. 


Of course, I don't know 


that you have quoted your 
doctor correctly, but if you 
c a n n o t feel certain that 
your blood is being tested 
and 
have 
some 
idea 
of 


whether or not you have an 
anemia. 1 think, indeed, you 
should get another doctor.

Record Industry 
Declares 'War'

BRINGING IN THE FEDS—War has been declared. 


One million dollars has been set aside for battle. And 
everyone but Eliot Ness is being drafted into the squad. 


The good guys are members of the Recording Indus- 


try Association of America, which handles 85 per cent of 
the legitimate record and tape business. Their weapons 
include a team of lawyers, FBI men, money and a new 
federal law. 


The bad guys are the pirates and bootleggers, who are 


conducting big-time business operations out of the backs 
of monstrous trucks parked in shopping centers on 
weekends. Their weapons include access to studios, shifty 
retailers, low-cost production and a certain elusiveness. 
They are men with names like Felix the Cat, who are 
spoken of only in whispers, said to control the bogus 
tape business on the West Coast. 


Contrary to the belief of some panic-stricken pirates, 


the Feds will not emerge with tommy guns from black 
limousines to raid warehouses which store the loot. In- 
stead, a field staff, disguised as mild-mannered ordinary 
citizens, will browse around record retailers across the 
country. If the decoys turn up with goods that violate 
the new federal anti-pirating copyright laws, they'll 
notify the government authorities. This leaves the shop 
owner subject to a jail term, a $1,000 fine and a padlock 
on his door. 


Felix and friends manage to produce the eight-track 


tapes overnight and sell them for almost nothing, caus- 
ing the Recording Industry of America companies a loss 
they estimate at $150 million annually. 


The artists are losing large amounts in royalties, the 


distributors are losing sales and the federal, state and 
local governments are losing substantial tax revenues. 
That's why they all joined the fight. The war is on.
